We cannot speak too highly of this house 18 feet wide and 50 long. It gives you two 
separate garden plots or compartments. Makes possible the growing of a wide variety 
of flowers requiring different temperatures. Of course you can build one 25 feet long 
and later add another 25 feet. But why the later? Why not have all the joy you can, 
as soon as you can, by making it 50 feet long at the start?

Start plants 
now and make sure of an early picking. 
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Plunge in outdoor soil azaleas, bougainvilleas, gen- 
istas, and acacias to remain for the summer.

If you have orchids, start airing them freely. 
Move your flats of bedding plants and those in pots, 
out of the cold frames to harden them off.

Lift and pot bouvardia.

Late cuttings of poinsettias make attractive table 

plants. 
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Plant formosum lilies for Easter flowering. Set them 
in frames with excelsior. Watch carnations for green 
fly and thrips; roses for green fly, red spiders and 
mildew. 

Sow some trailing plant, such as sweet alyssum, along 
edge of benches. Remove all side shoots and extra 
buds from chrysanthemums. Bring violets into green- 
house.

Lilacs for winter forcing place now in tubs or boxes. 
Make successional sowings of greenhouse vegetables. 
Feed sweet peas freely with liquid manure. Pinch off 
first flowers. Keep atmosphere dry at night. 
Freesias, narcissus and early lilies now thrive under 
higher temperature. After buds show, apply liquid 
manure freely. 
Start forcing poinsettias. 

Propagate the Lorraine type of begonias for next year. 
Select Chrysanthemum stocks desired for next year, 
and place in a cool position. Keep on dry side until 
young growths break through. 
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Make successional sowings of 
beans, spinach, cauliflower, 
radishes and parsley. 
Force rhubarb under the 
benches. 

Pot up begonia leaf cuttings as soon as the first break 
appears. Cyclamen seedlings pot up now. Shade 
until they are established. Start bringing in succes- 
sions of rooted bulbs from cold frames. Shade them 
for first two or three days. 
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THE use of glass coverings to hustle 
along the garden, dates back to the 
days of the first French Louis. Then they 
used bell jars, or big bottomless glass 
bottles which were set over the plants in 
the garden. From these were developed 
the present day thoroughly practical 
frames. 

In them can now be grown no end of 
plants for early Spring setting out. Or 
for harboring plants from the frost in the 
Fall. Likewise giving a Winter protection 
to semi hardy things. Within their size 
limitations, you can grow just as well, 
many of the flowers and vegetables you 
would in a greenhouse.

Benches are for growing plants direct in the soil. They have 6 mch 
deep sides. You plant things in them the same as if they were beds 
along your garden walks. Tables are built exactly the same, only 
the sides are lower. Generally about two inches. Tables are used 
where things are grown in pots. The bottoms are covered with 
pebbles, and the pots set directly on it. Conservatories and palm 
houses usually have tables. 



No. It has been proven over and over that you can grow just as 
fine flowers in a house running north and south, as east and west. If 
possible, the workroom should be on the north or west. Avoid a 
location where there is shade from a nearby tree or building of any 
size. Such shade will effect the growing results. 



Not at all. Any color on the outside you wish. Unless you have a 
preference, white paint will be furnished. Because of its high reflect- 
ive qualities, white or our special formula aluminum paint is best for 
inside. Of course, for a conservatory you may want your own coloi 
scheme carried out. 



A general purpose house is usually heated so as to maintain a night 
temperature of 55 to 60 degrees. When there are two compartments 
it is usual to keep one at a cooler temperature — 50 to 55 degrees. 
The two compartments give you a wider choice of growing conditions. 



Yes. If you want to use your conservatory to sit in, or for social 
functions, then special provision must be made so there will be no 
moisture dropping from the condensation which forms on the glass. 



They differ only in having the roof and sometimes also the sides, 
glazed with a special glass that allows the Ultra Violet Rays to pass 
through. The center space is then left open for lounging chairs or 
couches, and the usual tables or benches for flowers are generally 
placed around the sides. As evidence of the comparative merits 
of the regular glass and the Ultra Violet Ray transmitting ones, you 
tan under one and not at all under the other.
